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County passes 
recreation policy

After voting in favour of tabling a motion to give municipali¬ 
ties a chance to respond to a new recreation funding policy, Reeve 
Ian Harvey voted in favour accepting the proposal at the meet¬ 
ing. 

With six members of council at the table, a split vote defeated 
tabling the five items of the proposal that would see an annual 
per capita grant of $28 per rural resident going to their respec¬ 
tive municipalities for recreation. 

Councillor Ben Penner, who was at the council meeting in the 
morning, was absent during the time of the vote as he attended 
the Carstairs 4-H Show and Sale to hand out an award. 

After the first proposal was defeated, Harvey warned the Coun¬ 
cillors that a second defeated vote would defeat the item and coun¬ 
cil would have to move on in the agenda. 

Councillors Dave Derksen and Pat James, both who voted to 
table the item, voted against passing the proposal that day. 

Harvey, along with councillors Diane Davies, Gerald Ingreveld 
and Sheila Lockrem voted in favour of the Recreation Funding 
principals. 

The new recreation policy will give municipalities a consistent 
amount of money per year and the power to spend it how they 
please within a recreation or culture framework. 

The same amount per rural resident will be transferred to¬ 
wards their respective urban centre and each urban centre may 
use the funds as they wish for recreation and cultural purposes. 

Rural communities and residents will still go through the 
County for special funding. 

Reeve Harvey said the intent of the proposal was for "major 
recreation issues" such as arenas and ball diamonds. He went on 
to say that programs such as museums and libraries could be 
included by towns. 

He said items such as a school swimming program would not 
be acceptable as it falls under education and not recreation. 

Any surplus incurred by an urban centre would go into a re¬ 
serve fund. 

Under the $28 per capita formula Didsbury will receive $67,004 
a decrease of $4,197 from last year. Olds and Sundre will also 
receive smaller amounts from a year ago. 

Carstairs will receive an extra $4,269 than they did last year 
as their per capita grant hits $42,896. Cremona will see the big¬ 
gest increase as their total monies was raised $18,299 to $53,228. 

Council did approve a grandfather clause that will see Olds 
and Didsbury receive the same funds as their 2000 grant. The 
2001 grant for Cremona will be reduced by the amounts required 
to grandfather Didsbury and Olds. 

"Council was quite concerned about everyone being treated fairly 
in the municipality," said Harvey when discussing the proposal. 
"Urban centres have to recognize we cannot be players in every 
municipality. They need to recognize we are using our rate-pay¬ 
ers dollars."

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Turner announces he will run for County Council

Mountain View County 
Councillors should be better 
at communication and coop¬ 
eration, said a local resident 
who announced last week that 
he would be running for Coun¬ 
cil this fall. 

Jim Turner, who is a Health 
Authority 5 Board member, 
said last week he would be 
running in division #3 (Dave 
Derksen's position) for a 
council position. 

"County and Towns have to 
start communicating with 
each other," he said bringing 
up the recent recreation issue. 
"Have they ever just sat down 
with the Towns?” 

Turner said there has been 
many instances with many dif¬ 
ferent boards and councils 
where communication was a 
problem. 

"From what I can see, the 
divisions have become em¬ 
pires," said Turner who has 
lived in the area for about 30 
years. “Councillors seem to 
only deal with the area instead 
of looking at the overview of 
the entire County." 

Turner said an example of 
this was all of the committees 
that have been struck having 
to deal with fire. 

He said since a separate 
councillor sits on each com¬ 
mittee, it is hard for consen¬ 
sus to be reached. 

He thought that one person 
should handle the fire issue 
and another the recreation is¬ 
sue. 

Turner added he thought 
all of the committees need to 
be looked at to see if there was 
still a purpose to all of them. 

Turner, whose education 
background is in Counselling 
and Psychology, said his pre¬ 
vious experiences and training 
make him a well-suited candi¬ 
date for the job. 

"My training is that of a 
councillor, not as an elected 
official but that of a guidance 
councillor. My training is lis¬ 
tening rather than talking. 
You have to be able to listen 
to what people are saying." 

While Turner believes there 
should be improvements made 
within the County Council 
chambers, there are items that 
do impress him about this 
council. 

"I am really impressed with 
Ian Harvey. I am more im¬ 
pressed with him all of the 
time. He has a good overview 
of the whole County and the 
relationships with the Towns. 
The councillors seem to be 
more focused on their own di¬ 
visions. 

"They need to get away 
from the division focus. If 
there is talk about the roads,

the focus should be about all 
of the roads." 

Turner will be running for 
office as a County Councillor, 
but he will also be running for 
another term with the Health 
Authority. 

He said he didn't think the 
two positions would conflict 
with each other because meet¬ 
ings are typically held on dif¬ 
ferent days. 

He also thought the people 
he represents at the Health 
Authority meetings and the 
people he would represent at 
a County level, if elected, 
would often be the same. 

"I think there is some over¬ 


lap there," he said. 

Turner said he has heard 
interest from other people 
who are interested in running 
for council this fall. While he 
admits that many people who 
say they are going to run 
sometimes don't, he is predict¬ 
ing that some of the long¬ 
standing councillors will be 
less-likely to be acclaimed 
and that some interesting 
races may develop. 

And that goes for the rid¬ 
ing he will be attempting to 
win as well, he said. 

"I think Dave is a nice per¬ 
son, but after 21 years, I 
think its time for a change."

Local police have 
busy long-weekend

A fifteen vehicle accident occured 
on the Saturday of the long week¬ 
end when high winds and dust caused 
near zero visability on Highway 2 
just North of Carstairs. 

On May 19, at approximatly 11:15 
a.m., 15 vehicles collided in the 
southbound lanes. No serious inju¬ 
ries were reported but eight people 
were treated at Didsbury Hospital 
and later released. 

It took approximately two hours 
for the scene to be cleaned up, said 
Cst. Chuck Kelba with the Innisfail 
RCMP Freeway Patrol, adding that 
the scene was responded to by am¬ 
bulance and the Carstairs Fire De¬ 
partment. 

Traffic was diverted at the Dids¬ 
bury overpass and down highway 
2A while the mess was being cleaned 
up. 

"There weren’t any other acci¬ 
dents on the highway during the 
weekend,” said Kelba adding that 
this was one too many. "Traffic was 
heavier than usual and we did re¬ 


ceive complaints about other people's 
driving." 

The Didsbury RCMP were also 
busy on the long weekend as they 
conducted a checkstop on the Burnt 
Timber Road with assistance from 
Olds Fish and Wildlife, Red Deer 
Traffic Services, Olds Detachment, 
Town of Didsbury By-law Officer and 
the County By-law officer. 

As a result, 10 uninsured vehicles 
were pulled over and 18 tickets were 
issued under the Gaming and Liq¬ 
uor Act. 

One uninsured off-highway vehi¬ 
cle was also stopped. 

Eleven non-moving violations (ie. 
no registration, driver's licence etc.) 
and seven people were charged with 
not wearing a seatbelt. Four people 
were charged with speeding. 

Police discovered two controlled 
drug and substance act offences and 
one person was charged with pos¬ 
sessing a firearm without a permit. 

Police also recovered one stolen 
vehicle and arrested three persons 
on outstanding warrants.

Man fined for dangerous driving

After years of trying 
to twin Didsbury, Eng¬

It's like 
coming down into an oa¬ 
sis." 

The visit to Didsbury 
was a short but busy 
one. He arrived in Town 
last Tuesday at noon 
and left town about the 
same time the next day 
to make a Rotary func¬ 
tion in Vegreville. 

While in Didsbury, 
Webster made a whirl¬ 
wind tour with Quantz 
that included a trip to 
the new RCMP detach¬ 
ment and was later the 
guest of honor at a bar¬ 
becue which was at¬ 
tended by many Town 
representatives. 

The trip ended with a 
breakfast at John and 
Murna Grimmon's 
house. 

Webster said the pos¬ 
sibility of the two Dids- 
bury's ever being 
twinned would be re¬ 
mote because of the size 
difference between the 
two communities. 

He did say that some 
sort of friendship pro¬ 


gram is a possibility of 
being set up. Quantz and 
Webster both agreed 
that the two communi¬ 
ties would benifit from 
increased tourism if 
something were estab¬ 
lished. Webster said 
the upcoming Com¬ 
monwealth Games that 
will be held in Man¬ 
chester (of what Dids¬ 
bury, England is a part 
of) is a good example of 
this. He said people can 
fly into Manchester di¬ 


rectly from Canada and 
that most Canadian’s 
are unaware of that. 

Other discussion 
that occurred around the 
Grimmon's table had to do 
with parking, and where 
Didsbury got its name from. 

Webster said the name 
was created by putting two 
separate words together by 
an ancient British 
Chief. "Diddi" means 
family or councilors 
and "bury" is another 
way of saying borrow. 


A man who is lucky 
to be alive has been 
fined. Albert Grant 
Konschuh, 19, pleaded 
guilty to a charge of dan¬ 
gerous driving. 

The acused, along 
with two passengers, 
were driving a Ford 
Mustang on highway 2A 
to Didsbury at 1:30 am 
when he was involved in 
a collision. 

It is estimated he was 
going two times the 
speed limit when he hit 
a large tractor trailer 
pulling another trailer 
making a left hand turn. 

The reconstructing 
investigator of the acci¬ 
dent reported that the 
accused was speeding 
and panicked. Instead of 
hitting the brakes, the 
man panicked and hit 
the accelerator, court 
heard. 


The driver of the 
trailer and both passen¬ 
gers of the Mustang 
were unharmed but the 
accused was signifi¬ 
cantly injured and has 
no memory of the acci¬ 
dent. 

"It was an unfortu¬ 
nate incident, he has al¬ 


ready suffered signifi¬ 
cantly for his actions," 
defense lawyer Willy 
Dunet said. 

Judge G.G. Cioni 
took this in to consid¬ 
eration, along with the 
mans good background, 
and fined the man 
$ 1000 .

County receives application lor Water Valley rave

Mountain View County planning officer John 
Rusling has confirmed that an application has been 
made to hold a 24 hour music festival on the property 
of Anderson Valley Ranch in Water Valley on the July 
1 weekend. 

The proposal is to accommodate 3,000 people for a 
24 hour period from noon Saturday to noon Sunday. 

The application was submitted to the county last 
week putting it in the 45 day time prior to holding the 
event needed to comply with the County’s events by¬ 
law. 

Rusling says after the application is reviewed by 
the RCMP, the ambulance service, local fire depart¬ 
ments and the health authority it will go to council 
for approval. 

There will however be no public hearing associated 
with the application because it is a licensing agree¬ 
ment. 

Last year's event caused controversy in the county 
as it was held without proper permits and without 
proper notification to the County and local authori¬ 


ties. Last year’s event also sparked the drafting of the 
County’s updated events bylaw. 

Linda Anderson, owner of Anderson Valley Ranch, 
says this year there will be more controls and the 
proper applications have been filed. 

As to her personal problems with last year’s event, 
they had nothing to do with the function itself. 

“The problem I had is I didn’t get paid...I just got 
caught off guard, but the function itself was fine,” 
said Anderson. “I’m a business person and that is my 
business to hold public functions... It’s one night out 
of the year.” 

Although the application says the event is sched¬ 
uled from noon to noon Anderson says she is in nego¬ 
tiations with the promoter to start wrapping up the 
event by 6 am. 

“Common sense says you start shutting it down at 
6 am,” said Anderson. “They (raves) have been going 
on in Calgary for quite sometime and they have been 
going quite well. These young people are not thugs, 
they have no interest in causing trouble with the lo¬ 
cal people.” 


Because permits have been submitted to the county 
the nature of the application will be submitted to the 
local authorities and emergency service plans will be 
in place, unlike last year. 

As well Anderson says provisions are being made 
for the clean-up of the site following the rave. 

Under the County’s bylaw part of the application 
also has to include a detailed security plan. 

Last year the rave also supplied it’s own medical 
services through St. John’s Ambulance, however 
Mountain View Ambulance was called on scene a cou¬ 
ple of times to handle any over flow in need. 

The difference is this year the emergency services 
will be aware the event is being held. 

The rave is being promoted by Alchemist Produc¬ 
tions, the same company that organized the rave last 
year. 

The difference is the promoter is not Michael 
Murphy who was last year’s promoter. 

The Andersons are currently suing Murphy for al¬ 
leged events that resulted in the Andersons not re¬ 
ceiving their full compensation last year.

Children's voices 

Sometimes things happen 
that make you just shake your 
head and wonder. 

And the issue Lisa Dillman 
and her children being forced to 
visit their sex-offender father in 
jail is no exception. 

John Schneeberger was sen¬ 
tenced to six years for sexually 
assaulting two females. He 
wants to visit his children but 
the mother and more recently 
the children have said they 
don’t want the visitations to take place. 

The visits are court ordered so noncompliance ends up 
being a risk for the mother. On the recent visit one of the 
children said she wanted to go home and the councillor 
cancelled the visitation at the last minute. 

It should never have to come this far. Schneeberger is 
in jail for a heinous crime and should not be given any 
rights - let alone visitation rights with his children. The 
rights of a child should come before that of a criminal and 
priorities should be set that way. And after jail sentences, 
it should become even harder for criminals to see their 
kids. They should lose any chance of receiving custody of 
them. But the voices of children are not as loud and are 
seldom heard. 

Recently a child went on a public hunger strike because 
he wanted to live with his father rather than mother after 
a divorce. The court proceedings weighed the merit of the 
mother’s case and father’s case, but is any time taken to 
ask the child what they want and why. 

In any case that involves children, there is a lot at stake. 
But each time decisions should be easy ones. 

In the above cases the children stated loud and clear 
what they wanted. Shouldn’t their voices be heard too?

Wild Rose Report 

Water quality standards should 
be standard, not optional

Tragic events in Walkerton, Ontario and 
more recently in North Battleford, Saskatch¬ 
ewan have shaken public confidence in the 
safety of Canada's drinking water. Unfortu¬ 
nately, we have learned the hard way that 
water can be a deadly means of distribution 
for infections. And yet, despite this lesson, 
even a year after multiple deaths in 
Walkerton, Canada has no standard for wa¬ 
ter safety. 

Water quality is a provincial responsibil¬ 
ity with municipalities tasked with operat¬ 
ing water treatment plants. Although water 
does not fall within federal jurisdiction, the 
Canadian government does work with the 
federations by contributing to the cost of 
maintaining appropriate water and sewage 
treatment facilities. 

In the wake of the Walkerton and North 
Battleford tragedies, Opposition parties in 
the House of Commons recently asked the 
federal government to establish, in co-ordi¬ 
nation with the provinces and territories, 
enforceable national drinking water stand¬ 
ards that would be enshrined in a Safe Wa¬ 
ter Act. 

Currently, the federal-provincial subcom¬ 
mittee on drinking water defines national 
guidelines for acceptable drinking water 
quality. However, these Canadian guidelines 
are just that, guidelines. They are not le¬ 
gally binding and they therefore provide in¬ 
adequate national protection for our drink¬ 
ing water. 


Effectively, the Safe Water Act would attempt 
to ensure that drinking water is safe and of 
the same quality whether one is in St. John's, 
Newfoundland, St. Jean, Quebec or Fort St. 
John, British Columbia. 

Alberta farmers know only too well how pre¬ 
cious a commodity water is, particularly at this 
time of year when a good downpour is so des¬ 
perately needed to nourish newly planted crops. 
We have learned, again the hard way, not to 
take for granted the abundance of our water 
supply. 

What is troubling is the fact that on April 
6th it was reported in the national media that 
the Liberal Member for Toronto-Danforth, who 
publicly favours bulk water sales, said he would 
be chairing a Parliamentary committee to look 
into the issue of bulk water exports. While Lib¬ 
eral House Leader Don Boudria denied the com¬ 
mittee had been struck and refused to confirm 
in clear terms that it is not looking into the 
sale of bulk water. This week, the Prime Min¬ 
ister, while on a trade trip to the United States, 
said it might be within provincial jurisdiction 
to decide whether fresh water can be exported. 
The Prime Minister’s comments raise questions 
about whether once again there is a hidden 
agenda on water exports. 

The Canadian Alliance has repeatedly ques¬ 
tioned the federal government’s intent regard¬ 
ing bulk water sales and has cautioned against 
any moves to allow bulk water removal from 
the country. We will remain vigilant in moni¬ 
toring any new developments or policies regard¬ 
ing water, water quality and water exports.

To the Editor, 

The recent letter from the 
Minister of Learning was re¬ 
plete with references to how 
much teachers are valued and 
to how much additional 
money was allegedly commit¬ 
ted to education in the recent 
budget. 

Unfortunately, the letter 
clearly reflects the govern¬ 
ment's continuing pattern of 
investing a great deal of 
rhetoric. 

But chronically insufficient 
resources, into public educa¬ 
tion 

With respect to the view 
that the government's alloca¬ 
tion of six percent for teacher 
salary increases shows that 
they do not value the work of 
teachers, the minister says 
that "nothing could be further 
from the truth" and describes 
Alberta's teachers as "the best 
in the country." 

Teachers have grown tired 
of this pattern of praise rather 
than payment. 

We are having trouble at¬ 
tracting qualified new mem¬ 
bers to the profession and 
more experienced teachers are 
leaving as soon as possible. 

The government needs to 
address these concerns in the 


same way they dealt with 
problems in the health care 
sector. That is, they need to 
do so through substantial in¬ 
creased funding for improved 
classroom conditions and 
wage increases, rather than 
with words 

The minister also claims 
that the decision to specifi¬ 
cally allocate money for sal¬ 
ary increases was “not in¬ 
tended in any way to intrude 
on local negotiations." 

In fact, this action is 
clearly the most provocative 
provincial invention into lo¬ 
cal collective bargaining in 
education in living memory. 

In terms of money to 
school boards to deal with 
pressing problems related to 
classroom conditions. The 
minister sees that school 
boards will have $115 million 
to deal with local priorities- 
but at the same time he has 
sent the message that, if 
teachers want further salary 
increases, they can fight with 
school boards for these funds 
and in effect, take it out of the 
classroom.'' 

The minister concludes 
with the central point from 
the government’s taxpayer-fi¬ 
nanced aggressive media cam¬ 


paign, based on the fallacious 
assertion that this six percent 
increase over two years will 
make Alberta's teachers "the 
best paid on average among 
provinces." 

In fact at least four large 
Ontario boards have signed 
contracts for 2001/02 that will 
pay their teachers up to four 
thousand dollars more than 
the highest prospective Al¬ 
berta salaries for 2002/03. 

This government has an 
unparalleled opportunity to 
deal with legitimate concerns 
related to teacher salaries and 
classroom conditions as well 
as the growing teacher short¬ 
age in our province. 

It needs to turn off the 
rhetoric and instead to make 
the necessary investments 
that are essential in a knowl¬ 
edge society and a globally 
competitive world. 

Instead of picking an un¬ 
necessary fight with the teach¬ 
ing profession, it should im¬ 
prove and enhance our system 
of public education to the ul¬ 
timate benefit of all Albertans.

Investors only invest in healthcare 


infrastructure to turn healthy protit 


Dear Editor, 

The difference between in¬ 
forming and mind conditioning 
is that mind conditioning can 
and often does play fast and 
loose with reality. 

In an effort to mind condi¬ 
tion readers into accepting an 
expanded role for the for-profit 
private sector in providing 
health care, the Editor of the 
Calgary Herald (May 10, 2001 
issue) states in part: "When 
specialized services such as 
cataract surgery, for example, 
are contracted out, the govern¬ 
ment still picks up the tab for 
the patient, but the tab is lower 
because costs for the surgery 
are competitive. Waiting lists 
are shortened and the huge in¬ 
frastructure costs for buildings 
and machines are absorbed by 
the supplier, thus freeing up 
public health-care dollars to be 
spent on more and better serv¬ 
ices." 

An extensive study done by 
the Consumers' Association of 
Canada (Alberta) entitled: 
"Consumer Experience with 
Cataract Surgery and Private 
Clinics in Alberta: Canada's 
Canary In the Mine Shaft ", by 
Wendy Armstrong, January 
2000, indicates, however, that 
in reality when cataract sur¬ 
gery was contracted out (1) 
costs increased, and (2) wait¬ 
ing lists were longer. 


As to the claim that "infra¬ 
structure costs ... are absorbed 
by the supplier", are we to be 
so naive as to believe that mag¬ 
nanimous private investors are 
prepared to donate the cost of 
their facilities 'for the public 
good'? The reality is that inves¬

That is why for-profit 
health care costs more, on a 
percentage of gross domestic 
product basis, in countries 
where it prevails, regardless of 
whether the tab is picked up by 
government or by patients.

Chinook’s Edge set to vote on $80 million budget 


The Board of Chinook's Edge School Division 
(CESD) has been presented the draft budget for the 
2001/2002 school year and, during the last few 
weeks, board members have had the opportunity 
to discuss potential amendments. 

The next board meeting is May 30, 2001, which 
is when the CESD Board expects to make final 
changes, and approve the 2001/2002 budget. 

"The focus of the $80 million budget is site based 
management," said Jim Gibbons, Superintendent, 
CESD. 

The instruction portion of the budget is $57.5 
million. 97% of that is spent at the school level. 

"Schools have the best understanding of what is 
needed by the children they serve. The Division's 
budget reflects that in the support CESD gives to 
programs in individual schools." 

This year's budget includes: Additional support 
for small high schools; Resources to conduct a di¬ 
vision wide math review, and implement a math im¬ 
provement program; Increased funding for Special 
Education, which includes programming for mild, 
moderate and severely disabled students, and gifted 
children; Increased funding for "Lion’s Quest" - a 
youth leadership development program; Continued 

County gives first 
reading to Fire 
Ban By-law

County Council passed first reading on a Fire- 
Ban Bylaw that would allow penalties up to $500 
to be assessed for noncompliance. 

County Council passed a policy in the spring of 

2000 permitting the County to impose a fire ban if, 
in the County's opinion, situations were such that 
a ban was warranted, stated the Agenda at the May 
23 meeting. 

"The policy was developed in the hopes that when 
a ban was imposed there would be voluntary com¬ 
pliance. This year’s experience is that County resi¬ 
dents are not totally complying," continued the 
document. 

In addition to a $500 fine for noncompliance a 
$250 penalty is being proposed for trying to inhibit 
the enforcement of the by-law. 

The County needs the by law to be passed in or¬ 
der to be able to levy penalties for noncompliance. 

Currently a copy of the by-law has been sent to 
the County's lawyers for review. 

The original by-law stated that any fire fighting 
cost incurred when in contravening the ban could 
be billed to the land owner. 

This raised a few eyebrows around the table as 
Councillors pondered whether a land owner should 
be responsible for a fire that someone else started. 

"It's a bit like the multi-nova thing," said Coun¬ 
cillor Sheila Lockrem. 

After first reading was given to the by-law Coun¬ 
cil tabled the second-reading in order to get com¬ 
ment from local Fire Chiefs and County residents. 

County approves three 
fire requisitions

County Council approved three fire requisitions for 

2001 that will see $42,560 go to Didsbury. 

Cremona and Carstairs received $41,600 and 

$55,348 respectively. The Fire Authority Agreements 
entered into with each of three municipalities requires 
that the County pay a portion of operating costs based 
on population and capital equipment shared 50/50. 

Cremona is the exception as the County pays for 
75 per cent of its costs. 

There was discrepancy with the numbers involved 
with Carstairs. A year 2000 invoice, which was previ¬ 
ously thought to be included in the 2000 budget, was 
moved into the 2001 numbers. The fire department 
did some major renovation to their building and needed 
to build a repeater station to help with their commu¬ 
nication program. 

The major differences between the 2000 and 2001 
budgets for Carstairs were $54,700 more for the hall 
repairs and $16,000 more for small capital equipment. 
The total figure for Carstairs’ operating budget was 
$99,982. 


support for first year teacher's mentorship pro¬ 
gram; Continued support for technology based 
learning initiatives and no increased charge to stu¬ 
dents for school fees. 

A portion of the support for these programs comes 
from overall division revenues, but some of it is 
available as a result of the additional 3.5% funding 
increases announced by the Alberta Government 
earlier this year. 

CESD's budget reflects an overall surplus of 
about $204,000. The surplus, along with other di¬ 
vision resources, is being budgeted to purchase 
seven new buses, which will be in use in the 2001/ 
2002 year. 

Increased costs to CESD include the rise in en¬ 


ergy prices. As a result, CESD is budgeting in ex¬ 
cess of $1,000,000 to address the rising price of heat 
and electricity. 

CESD is also budgeting for modernization 
projects at Didsbury High School and Ross Ford 
Elementary School (Didsbury). The modernizations 
are expected to cost $4,340,460. CESD, however, is 
awaiting funding announcements and approval from 
the Alberta Government. 

CESD is the seventh largest school division in 
the province, and its Alberta's largest rural divi¬ 
sion, with a total projected enrolment of 11,400 for 
the 2001/2002 school year. 

This shows an increase of about 100 students 
from the 2000/2001 school year.

Calgary Stampede and will spend the next five-and- 
a-half weeks preparing them. 

In past years the Coleman's used a tractor to 
plow their hayfield before hitching up their draft 
horses to the discs and harrows. 

"We have lots of horses to drive and this is the 
best way to teach horses," said Colleen. 

"Instead of having to try and spell it out for the 
horse, he learns to drive straight. When pulling a 
heavy load he learns how to distribute the weight 
on his shoulders." 

Colleen said the horses eventually learn that 
where they are trying to put them in front of the 
plow or harrows is the easiest place to walk. 

"The horses are not doing any major amount of 
work," adds Brian. 

"All of the horses need to be driven and this is a 
good way to get them conditioned and trained." 

The amount of time that each horse is hooked 
up to the equipment each day does not exceed two 
hours. 

The Colemans want to drive the Percherons, Bel¬ 
gians or Shires long enough to get them in shape 
for the upcoming summer show season but at the 
same time they do not want to rob the horse of 
their enthusiasm. 

Brian said most people don't have a problem with 
having their horses, often quite expensive, doing 
farm work at the ranch. 

"Horses are bigger, stronger and sometimes 
overfed. 

“People need to understand that if a horse is go¬ 
ing to behave the way they want them to they are 
going to have to be worked." 

Working in the field gives the horses some vari¬ 
ety as well. Brian and Colleen both said that horses 
appreciate that and, like people, don't like to be 
stuck in the same routine. 

"It's nice to give them something to do rather 
than just walk in circles all day," said Colleen. 
Horses like variety and it makes them better at 
what they do." 

While it would appear that it is the horses that 
are getting all of the education at the ranch, the 
experience of being able to work with horses on a 
full-time bases, has taught the couple plenty as well. 

"You learn something new every day," said Col¬ 
leen. Even if it is the same team over and over again. 
As the years go by you start to realize how little 
you really know."

Give me some examples of de¬ 
mands that would rock my daughter’s boat unnecessar¬ 
ily. 

DR. DOBSON: Well, you will have to decide what 
the non-negotiables are to you and your husband. De¬ 
fend those demands but lighten up on lesser matters. That 
may indicate a willingness to let her room look like a 
junkyard for a while. Close the door and pretend not to 
notice. 

Does that surprise you? I don’t like lazy, sloppy, un¬ 
disciplined kids any more than you do, but given the pos¬ 
sibilities for chaos that this girl might precipitate, spit- 
shined rooms may not be all that important. You have to 
ask yourself this question, “Is the behavior to which I 
object bad enough to risk turning the canoe upside 
down?” 

If the issue is that important, then brace yourself and 
make your stand. But think through those intractable 
matters in advance and plan your defense of them thor¬ 
oughly. Someday, when the river has smoothed out again, 
you may look back with satisfaction that you didn’t add 
to the turbulence when your daughter was bobbing like 
a cork on a stormy sea. 

QUESTION: My wife and I love each other very much, 
but we’re going through a time of apathy. We just don’t 
feel close to each other. Is this normal, and is there a 
way to bring back the fire? 

DR. DOBSON: This happens sooner or later in every 
marriage. A man and woman just seem to lose the wind 
in their romantic sails for a period of time. Their plight 
reminds me of sailors back in the days of wooden ves¬ 
sels. Sailors in that era had much to fear, including pi¬ 
rates, storms and diseases. But their greatest fear was 
that the ship might encounter the doldrums. The dol¬ 
drums was an area of the ocean near the equator charac¬ 
terized by calm and very light shifting winds. It could 
mean certain death for the entire crew. The ship’s food 
and water supply could be exhausted as they drifted for 
days, or even weeks, waiting for a breeze to put them 
back on course. Well, marriages that were once exciting 
and loving can also get caught in the romantic doldrums, 
causing a slow and painful death to the relationship. 
Author Doug Fields, in his book “Creative Romance,” 
writes: “Dating and romancing your spouse can change 
those patterns, and it can be a lot of fun. There’s no 
quick fix to a stagnant marriage, of course, but you can 
lay aside the excuses and begin to date your sweetheart.” 
In fact, you might want to try thinking like a teen-ager 
again. 

Let me explain. Recall for a moment the craziness of 
your dating days — the coy attitudes, the flirting, the 
fantasies, the chasing after the prize. As we moved from 
courtship into marriage, most of us felt we should grow 
up and leave the game-playing behind. But we may not 
have matured as much as we’d like to think. In some 
ways, our romantic relationships will always bear some 
characteristics of adolescent sexuality. Adults still love 
the thrill of the chase, the lure of the unattainable, the 
excitement of the new and boredom with the old. Imma¬ 
ture impulses are controlled and minimized in a commit¬ 
ted relationship, of course, but they never fully disap¬ 
pear. 

This could help you keep vitality in your marriage. 
When things have grown stale between you and your 
spouse, maybe you should remember some old tricks. How 
about breakfast in bed? A kiss in the rain? Re-reading 
those old love letters together? A night in a nearby ho¬ 
tel? Roasting marshmallows by an open fire? A phone 
call in the middle of the day? A long-stemmed red rose 
and a love note? 

There are dozens of ways to fill the sails with wind 
once more. If it all sounds a little immature to act like a 
teen-ager again, just keep this in mind: In the best mar¬ 
riages, the chase is never really over.

If you hear a dull roar 
coming from Westheights or 
High School soccer fields on 
June 9th, be sure to head 
down and add to the excite¬ 
ment. That's where you will 
find approximately 200 six 
and seven-year-olds, their

"We've had other soccer tournaments held in this area in the 
past, but never for this age group,” says organizer Shelley Davis- 
Hall. "...We have alreays had such a great time at any of the 
other tournaments Didsbury has travelled to in the past; the 
coaches and parents just thought it would be great to host one 
of our own." 

Teams from Cremona, Crossfield, Carstairs, Olds and 
Bowden have all, so far, confirmed participation in the event 
anticipated to draw upwards of 18 teams. "That's not including 
our own, of course. "Each of the participants will receive a 
medal, hot dog, pop, and water bottles," says Davis-Hall."...We 
want to focus on the fun aspect of the game, so there will be no 
shoot-offs. Everyone gets to play three games apiece." 

Davis-Hall says all the attention soccer has been receiving 
these past few years has been phenomenal. "There’s just been 
such a heightened interest in the sport in town here. We have 
310 kids involved in soccer in Didsbury alone. When my kids 
first started out, there was no such thing as a U-6 category...now 
we have several teams in U-6 alone. I just think it’s a great 
activity to have your kids involved in...the cost for equipment 
is resonable, and you don't have to travel all over the province 
for tournaments...especially now that we have one here in 
town."

Nostalgic about 
Norway 


It’s only been days since 
Christine Dahl, 18, returned 
from her recent exchange stu¬ 
dent trip to Norway, and al¬ 
ready she’s homesick. "I know 
I live here and grew up here, 
but I can't help but miss all the 
people I've met and grew so 
close to during my trip." 

Dahl spent the past nine 
months attending what would 
be our equivalent of grade 13 
in Norway and living with two 
different host families. She decided to embark on the adven¬ 
ture after a visit to her grade 11 class from an STS (Student 
Travel School) representative. 

The dream of studying in another country took two years 
to realize, but one she says was well worth the wait - at least 
for her. "It takes a lot of courage to travel abroad on your 
own," says Dahl, "...you have to accept the fact that you will 
be isolated from your family and friends for months on end. 
Basically you are leaving everything you know behind." 

While reflecting on her Norway experience, Dahl admits 
there were times when she began to doubt if this was the best 
way to spend her first year out of high school. "The first host 
family I was assigned to didn't really work out...and then I 
had to return to Canada this October when my Dad died. It 
was a very difficult time. In the end, though, everything just 
seemed to click." Dahl says once she was sent to stay with the 
Norwegians Aud Kverum (host Mom) and Bjorn Hammer, she 
began to enjoy her visit immensely. "They had a son and daugh¬ 
ter who were teenagers and the whole family was just great to 
live with. We got along wonderfully and they made my stay in 
their country one that I will never forget." 


There's no telling when Carstairs-area poet Ruth Bouck 
might come up with another hook of award-winning poetry. 

But one thing is for certain, it will be in high demand. 

Since writing her most recent book compiling another col¬ 
lection of "Memories by Ruth Bouck", she can't stop answer¬ 
ing her phone. "People mean well, but I've received just so 
many calls lately, I don't know when I'm going to get that 
garden in," she jokes. "Most of them want to know where 
they can get the book and when it will be available." 

The answers, quite simply, are that the book can be pur¬ 
chased at either the Didsbury Review or the Mountain View 
Credit Union in Cremona. Less simply, however, are the rea¬ 
sons Bouck - now over 80 years-old - gives for the popularity i 
of her work. "...A lot of it is just a collection of memories 
taken from my life. I was never trained as a writer, it's just 
something I did. My husband encouraged me to send them 

into the Poetry Institute, so that's just what I did. I think we Ruth Bouck 

are always the worst critics of ourselves, but people tell me ^--- 

keep it up,” says Bouck. 

Small wonder. Since beginning her journey as a poet, Bouck has won three national awards 
for her work from the Poetry Institute of Canada; one 2nd prize for "When I'm an old lady", and 
two 3rd prizes - one for "What Grandpas are" and one for "First day of school". 

"I got the idea to start writing from my husband," explains Bouck. "He was quite an 
outdoorsman, always around horses and cattle, so I wrote a poem about cowboys." Bouck still 
lives on the farm 4 1/2 miles west of Cremona where she and her husband (now deceased) built 
their homestead some 65 years ago. And the memories are still as vivid today as they were when 
the couple worked together to build their future. "I can remember milking the cows, working 
the fields and riding horses right alongside my husband. It's as plain as if it were yesterday. I 
guess that's why these things are so easy to write about." 

Ruth Bouck thanks those that have helped promote her books and writing in the past. "The 
entire staff at the Didsbury Review, but especially Gene and Beth, have been absolutely wonder¬ 
ful to me in the past. I would also like to thank those at the Mountain View Credit Union. I 
really wouldn't be known for what I do without them."

HRM pesticide by-law legislates 
healthier landscapes lor all

Do you still serve toxic cocktails to your gar¬ 
den each season? A little insecticide for the roses 
perhaps? 

Maybe a few squirts of herbicide for those 
pesky dandelions in the lawn? 

Pesticide users who live within Halitax Re¬ 
gional Municipality are learning to change 
their ways. HRM has found legislation, cou¬ 
pled with an extensive educational program, 
to be powerful initiatives for encouraging 
residents to adopt alternative pest prevention 
and control techniques. 

Forty percent of all Nova Scotians live in 
HRM. 

Last year, the first phase of the year pesti¬ 
cide bylaw began with a ban on the use of pes¬ 
ticides on all municipal property. 

During Years 2 and 3 the ban extends to 
the use of cosmetic pesticides on residential 
properties located within a 50 meter radius 
of properties registered by people with medi¬ 
cal risks, schools, care centers, parks, sen¬ 
ior citizens residences, universities or 
churches. 


One month after its initiation, the document 
listing registered "at risk" properties and those 
within their radius, was over 600 pages long. Dur¬ 
ing Year 4 (beginning April 1, 2003) a general ban 
on the use of pesticides will apply to all prop¬ 
erties in HRM. 

Stephen King, Manager and Senior Advisor 
for Parks and Natural Areas, reports that HRM 
is the first of any major city in North America 
to enact legislation of this type and is acting 
as a model for others. 

"We are getting electronic requests for infor¬ 
mation from all over North America, Ireland 
and the U K." 

The landscape industry is also adapting to 
the pesticide bylaw. 

"It dovetails with the integrated pest man¬ 
agement approach that our organization has 
been upholding for many years," said Michelle 
LaVigne, executive Director for Landscape 
Nova Scotia Horticultural Trades Association. 

LNS members willingly supply information 
on the basic precepts to a healthy landscape, 
including good topsoil depth and the proper 
choice and location of plants. 


The County of Mountain View will be a part of 
the Community Support Declaration for the period 
of April 1, 2001 to March 30, 2004.

CAEP operates in part by contributions from its 
members. 

The rate proposed for the three year period was 
$.20 per capita per annum. 

The rate was unchanged from the previous three 
years and the County would be responsible for 
$2,255.40 per year.

I WATER USE RESTRICTIONS IN EFFECT! 


Details of a summer natural 
gas rebate program for green¬ 
houses, irrigators and alfalfa de¬ 
hydrating plants that use natural 
gas, propane or diesel fuel for 
pumping, dehydrating or dehumidi- 
fying are available. These users are 
eligible for a summer rebate simi¬ 
lar to what was offered during the 
winter rebate program that expired 
on April 30, 2001."The summer 
months are a very high consump¬ 
tion period for these particular 
users," says Shirley McClellan, 
Deputy Premier and Minister of 
Alberta Agriculture, Food and 
Rural Development. 

"The Government of Alberta 
made a commitment that we 
would ensure they were protected 
from high natural gas prices, just 
as we have done for the province's 
other agricultural users this win¬ 
ter." 

The irrigation rebates will cover 
the mid-May to mid-September 
period, the time when the major¬ 
ity of irrigation takes place. Alfalfa 
dehydrators will receive their re¬ 
bate during the June to Septem¬ 
ber period, when the majority of 
their activity occurs. 

All commercial greenhouses 
that delayed start-up because of 
high natural gas prices this win¬ 
ter will be able to choose to receive 
rebates on their highest four con¬ 
secutive months of natural gas 
usage from January 1 to August 
31, 2001. 

"This summer program, com¬ 
bined with the ongoing electricity 
rebate program, will assist these 
users to partially offset increased 
energy costs this summer," adds 
McClellan. "With the recently an¬ 
nounced payment for year 2000 
production of $10.29 per cultivated 
acre and 40 cents per square foot 
for covered crops, it adds much 
needed relief for these agricultural 
users." 

Alberta 
crop report 

It was dry again this past 
week throughout most of Al¬ 
berta but farmers made signifi¬ 
cant progress with their seed¬ 
ing. While average provincial 
rainfall for the week was no 
more than a trace, farmers now 
have about 65 percent of the 
crop in the ground That com¬ 
pares with about 62 percent the 
previous year 

In the central part of agro- 
Alberta, the story is very simi¬ 
lar farmers are looking for a 
good rain. On average, about 
75 percent of the spring wheat, 
60 percent of the barley, and 65 
percent of the canola has been 
seeded. Farmers around 
Westlock and Agricore's 
Acheson elevator northwest of 
Edmonton have made the most 
progress. The farther south you 
go, the drier the conditions. 
Many farmers near Legacy 
Junction are finished seeding 
and looking for rain. Near 
Stettler, Agricore staff say seed- 
ing's pretty wrapped up to the 
west. 


The rebated amount is ini¬ 
tially $3.75 per gigajoule, but 
may vary depending on gas 
prices. The intent of the rebate 
programs is to keep natural gas 
costs equitable for summer and 
winter users. Since gas costs 
were higher in the winter, the 
rebate was higher. As gas prices 
are predicted to average around 
$7.25 to $7.75 per gigajoule this 
summer, the rebate amount is 
smaller, keeping it equitable 
with what winter users re¬ 
ceived. Rebates for propane and 
diesel used for irrigation pump¬ 
ing are 10 cents per litre and 
15 cents per litre, respectively. 

Most natural gas users will 


not have to apply for the re¬ 
bates. These will be applied au¬ 
tomatically to their natural gas 
accounts. As with the winter 
rebate program, propane and 
diesel users will apply on a spe¬ 
cial form that will be available 
shortly at Alberta Agriculture 
district offices, MLA constitu¬ 
ency offices, Alberta Treasury 
Branches, registry offices and 
Agriculture Financial Services 
Corporation offices.

Field pea crops becoming an alternative for farmers 


Many producers are 
turning their attention 
to alternative. Field pea 
is one of the crops that 
has grown in popularity 
in recent years and is 
being seeded this crop 
season. 

"Producers consider¬ 
ing field pea should 
make sure that they will 
be seeding into a clean 
field," says Sandra 
Taillieu, pulse and spe¬ 
cial crop specialist with 
Alberta Agriculture, 
Food and Rural Develop¬ 
ment, Olds. "Field pea do 
not compete with thistle 
or dandelion, so a clean 
field is a prime consid¬ 
eration. It is also impor¬ 
tant to avoid fields with 
high levels of residual 
nitrogen. 

“Excessive N in¬ 
creases vegetative 
growth that can aggra¬ 
vate the challenges of 
disease incidence and 
harvest management." 

Other things produc¬ 
ers should keep in mind, 
include: 

• Book inoculant 
early! 

• Avoid desicca¬ 
tion of nitrogen-fix¬ 
ing rhizobia - inocu¬ 
late and sow into moist 
soil. 

• Check herbicide 
history - residual her¬ 
bicide problems can re¬ 
ally hurt the crop. 

• Seed early - field 
peas can be planted into 
soil that has warmed to 
five degrees Celsius at 
seeding depth. Field pea 
are relatively well 
adapted to cooler spring 
soil conditions. Early 
seeding is the best way 
to take advantage of 
Spring moisture and 
avoid yield losses from 
flower blast in the heat 
of July. 

• Seed into mois¬ 
ture - field pea require 
more moisture to germi¬ 
nate than cereal and 
oilseeds because they are 
larger seeds. Spring 
moisture is critical to es¬ 
tablishing a competitive 
pea crop. Be sure to 
cover pea seed with 
moist soil and achieve 
good seed to soil contact 
with proper packing. 
Seeding too shallow can 
result in a pea that has 
started to germinate be¬ 
coming stranded in dry 
ground. 

• Choose a variety 
with small seed size - 

the thousand seed

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Web calculators - old decision tools find a new home 


When I began my career as 
a District Agriculturist, one of 
the most common requests was 
to help "figure something out." 
The questions ranged from 
"How do I calculate the amount 
of barley in a bin?" to "How 
much herbicide do I need for 
100 acres?" Sometimes I could 
work through it on the phone, 
but usually some detailed pen¬ 
cil work and a return phone 
call was involved. Later on, 
hand-held calculators and com¬ 
puter spreadsheets made these 
tasks easier, but each situation 
was somewhat unique, and re¬ 
quired individual attention. 

Since then, we've all learned 
a bit, and figuring out is just 
as important as ever. The dif¬ 
ference is that the questions are 
tougher, but we have a whole 
new class of tools to work with. 


three-step decision-making pro¬ 
grams where you can answer a 
few questions and get the spe¬ 
cific answers you need, all 
within 5 or 10 minutes. Becuase 
these programs operate on the 
Internet, not on your compu¬ 
ter, you have to be contacted 
while you're using them. This 
can be a hassle, especially if 
your household has only one 
phone line ( and three teenag¬ 
ers!). However, the advantage 
is that the calculators are 
maintained by someone else, 
they're always up to date and 
there are new ones being writ¬ 
ten all the time. 

Just because these programs 
are quick and easy to use doesn’t 
mean that there isn't a lot of 
detail behind them. A good ex¬ 
ample is the Machinery Cost 
Calculator. For years Alberta 


Agricuulture has published an 
annual Machinery Cost Guide, 
and it's become required read¬ 
ing for anyone involved in cus¬ 
tom work for figuring machin¬ 
ery costs. 

Now it provides the "behind 
the scenes" information for the 
new web calculator. All you

have to do is choose a "power 
unit" (a tractor) and up to two 
implements from the list that 
are provided. 

The calculator tells you the 
costs per hour and per acre. If 
you don't agree with any of the 
input numbers provided, you 
can change them and run the 


program again. The result is a 
powerful decision tool, based on 
many years of data and experi¬ 
ence, capable of giving you valu¬ 
able information about your 
machinery costs, and at the 
same time, able to do all this in 
about five minutes from start 
to finish.
